An Editorial 


Social Security First 


AANADA’S Parliament has opened in Ottawa with the de- 
termination to give this Dominion legislation most 
favorable to the winning of the war. That is the acknowl- 
edged purpose of this present session—to create a legis- 
lative background for victory. 


If this is the case, one of the most urgent duties of 
this Parliament is to set up such a system of social security 
in Canada that the impetus and inspiration behind the war 
effort will be increased a hundredfold. 


Men fight best and most, willingly when their posses- 
sions are most precious. To add to the richness of human 
life in Canada is to add immeasurably to the force of our 
resistance and to the power we will oppose to Hitler. 


Social security, therefore, is one of the cardinal 
factors in Canada’s war effort. Social security should 
loom high on the agenda of this session. 


Certainly the vexed question of Old Age Pensions 
must be settled in parity of importance with the manufac- 
ture of tanks and guns. 


To grudgingly pay out a niggardly $20 per month to 
pioneers who have managed to reach the age of 70, and 
this only when the pensioner is shown to be otherwise des- : 
titute, can not be the young man’s idea of a country worth 
fighting for. 

The need for social security—unemployment insur- 
ance, retirement allowances and health insurance—is 
compellingly shown in the Dominion Government's own 
Statistics. Here are the figures: 


Of all Canadians starting life at 25, after 40 years, 36 
per cent of them will be dead; one per cent will be well-to- 
do; four per cent will live comfortably; five per cent will be 
gainfully employed; 54 per cent will be totally dependent 
upon relatives and friends. 


The need for a broad social security policy is primarily 
a war need. But it is rendered more acute by the fact that 
this country lags far behind sister countries in such legis- 
lation. 


New Zealand, for instance, has an admirable system 
of social security which pays out in’ the neighborhood of 
seven millions pounds sterling in pensions every year. 


The health insurance plan is made to apply particu- 
larly to confinements and hospitalization, while a special 
invalid pension provides for each person incapacitated by 
illness a sum of one pound per week and ten shillings per 
week for the wife and each dependent. 


There is a pension for deserted wives and a pension for 
widows. 
National Superannuation, as New Zealand politely 


calls her Old Age Pension, begins at 60 years of age for 
everybody or earlier in cases of complete invalidism. Per- 


sons nationally superannuated receive a sum of roughly | 


$30 per month. 

National Superannuation is interpreted so liberally 
that the pensions paid under this plan have doubled in 
amount over a period of three years. 

The time for Canada to lay the foundation for a 
generous system of social security, such as New Zealand's, 
is right now for two reasons: 


First because social security is one of the most power- 
ful weapons for winning the war. 


Secondly because reserves to pay for these services 
should be built up at this time of maximum employment 
to provide a cushion for the dislocation of industry and 
employment that may take place immediately the war is’ 
over. 


Payments made by wage-earners now, towards such 
social security funds, would hardly be noticed. And yet 
they would build up millions of dollars to take care of 
social disaster later. 


What New Zealand has done, Canada can do. 
And the time to do it is now! 
THINK IT OVER!

MacARTHUR'S OUTPOST 

The Japanese tiave now carried 
virtually all of the South Seas’ front 
line positions, those which form an 
inner half-moon sweeping from 
Thailand down the Malayan penin- 
sula, then across Sarawak, North 
Borneo, to Mindanao in the south- 
ern Philippines. Only Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's lone outpost remains 
at the far tip of this line. 

Thus, the Allies have been thrust 
back upon their main line, that 
larger and outer half-moon which 
extends from northern Sumatra 
opposite Jap-held Malayan territory, 
down through Java and Bali to 
northern Australia. If this line is 
whittled down, or Java should be 
conquered, it will be many long 
months before the Allies can take a 
major offensive in the Far East. 

Accordingly, the Pacific war 
has entered the crucial stage 
where the opposing forces must 
be locked tighter and the Alles 
must use everything available to 
halt the Jap war machine and 
bog it down. 

It is true that the Japanese have 
now extended themselves greatly 
and may conceivably have over- 
extended themselves. If the Allies 
should shortly be able to deal them 
a severe blow, either by sea or air, 
it might produce unexpected re- 
Sults. In any case it is certain that 
even a few score of the Allies’ best 
bombers and fighters could rock the 
Jap invaders badly due to their 
tong lines and with Nipponese risks 
increasing every week. 

CAN'T WIN EASILY 

The Allies cannot win the battle 
of the South Seas easily. In fact, 
the outcome cannot be  predicied 
and it would seem wise to be pre- 
pared for the worst. Nevertheless, 
Allied strength is growing slowly 
and much may yet be accomplished 
due to the co-ordination of their 
forces under the supreme command 
of Gen, Sir Archibald Wavell and 
the close eo-operation of American 
and Dutch commanders under him. 

The question remains whether 
the Japanese will attempt to in- 
vade Burma while heavily involv- 
ed in besieging Singapore. Per- 
haps they will hesitate about try- 
ing anything on a large scale like 
& drive into the Shan atates 

(northeast of Burma) scroes the 
mountains into central Burma. But 
the long southern finger of Bur- 

ma's eastern coastline, which par- 
allels the Japanese-held southern- 
most part of Thailand and runs 
down to the Japanese-conquered 
upper Malayan peninsula, already 

has proved most tempting. 

In this respect tne penetration of 
the Nipponese troops 20 miles into 
Burmese territory to Myitta, and 
now to Tavoy, constitutes a feeler 
After that, it would not be surpris- 
ing if the Japanese attempted to cut 
off Burma's southern fringe as far 
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up as Mouimein especially since 
that would offer them closer bases 
for aerial attacks on Rangoon.

VOICES OPPOSITION 

Hon. W. Earl Rowe (Con. Duf- 
ferin-Simcoe) was against it and 
declared Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King should eitner assume full re- 
sponsibility of necessary action and 
ask parliament to enact overseas 
conscription, or surrender the seals 
of office to suméone else who 
would. 

Mr. Rowe urged creation of a 
food production board to co-ordin- 
ate all farm programs and advocat- 
ed compulsory savings <A. 
Bence (Con., Saskatoon), was also 
in favor of compulsory savings or 
some additional method to draw 
into the treasury the additional pur- 
chasing power being created by war 
activity.

“I would not be true to my con- 
victions or my duty as I see it if I 
did not express by disapproval of 
that course (the plebiscite),” he 
said.

Mr. Gray was one of severa) pri- 
vate members who took the floor in 
the throne speech debate after John 
Blackmore, New Democracy lead- 
er, the lust of the party heads to 
speak, stated the position of his 
group. 

Mr. Blackmore said it was regret- 
able the government had to regort 
to a plebiscite but apparently that 
was the only logical way out of its 
difficulties. At the same time he 
said he could not understand Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King’s attitude.

Himmler has the SS and 
the Gestapo whose influence and 
power expand continually. They 
had already taken over certain 
disciplinary powers for the army's 
non-commissiened and junior of- 
ficers. It is likely they are play- 
ing a large part in any reorgan- 
ization of the army staff. 

The. third Crown ‘Prince is Fo- 
reign Minister Ribbentrop, trying 
desperately at the moment to 
achieve an alliance with the SS., 
the original Nazi stormtroopers 
whose aging ranks have been some- 
what replaced through vigorous re- 
cruiting: My money for the moment 
goes on Himmler, but the struggle 
proceeds grimly and would flare 
into full view should anything hap- 
pen to Hitler—a potential weak- 
ness of vast importance. 


DIFFERENT DIRECTIONS 

Hitler's preoccupation has left 
the other Nazi ministers to make 
their own way so far as civil ad- 
ministration is concerned, and they 
have been taking a number of dif- 
ferent directions. The last unifying 
agency was removed when Rudolph 
Hess climbed into a Messerschmidtt 
in Augsberg last May and headed 
for Scotland. 

“Hitler doesn’t even know the 
economic circumstances of the 
Reich,” an official complained last 
spring. “He hasn't seen a respons- 
ible civil administrator, other 
than formally, since the war 
began.” 

Diplomats having legitimate 
business with the German govern- 
ment often found themselves in im- 
possible situations. 

“We can't locate anyone in the 
Reich who is the competent auth- 
ority for many questions,” one of 
them said in November. 

This jumble has been aggravated 
by the demands of the army for men 
and by the export of officials in 
technical capacities to the occupied 
areas and the restlexs allies. Even 
essential public services have been 
several times decimated. 


CIVIL INEFFICIENCY 

Nothing comparable to the A.R.P. 
exists for fighting fires, and Ber- 
lin's ordinary police have about 
one-tenth of the number they re- 
quire, according to sound adminis- 
trative practice. The day Matsuoka 
arrived it was impossible to find an 
officer anywhere in the city outside 
the Wilhelmstrasse and Unter Den 
Linden. The entire force was need- 
ed to police the line of his parade.

That taxa- 
tion is too high is hardly a subject for 
argument, and the payment of cost of 
living bonuses and outlay incidental to” 
the city’s growth will absorb much, if 
not all, the revenue derived from an in- 
creased assessment based on actual in- 
crease in the value of taxable property. 

It may be that the Fortin debt-ex- 
tending plan, made five years ago, bars 
the way to any reduction in bond in- 
terest rates other than by the limited 
Beane of pre-paying bonds drawn 

y chance. In any event, it is worth 
considering whether some means can 
be found by which the interest burden 
can be lessened, and the Alderman de- 
gerves commendation for inviting the 
council to fully investigate the possi- 
bilities of the matter. 


Daylight Saving 


Daylight is one thing the people of 
western Canada have no need to save 
in the summer months, and no oppor- 
tunity to save in the winter season. 
But since the clocks are to be moved 
ahead an hour all over the United 
States, and there is also a reason to 
move them ahead in the eastern prov- 
inces, confusion would be caused if this 
half of Canada remained on standard 
time. Hence the order making day- 
light saving an official requirement 
throughout the Dominion. 

The chief object is said to be to cut 
down the use of electricity in lighting 
homes during the evening hours, thus 
leaving more current to keep the 
wheels of war industries turning. In 
spring and fall months there also will 
be an advantage in the extra hour of 
daylight thus available for training by 
home defence units. 

To secure the whole benefit of the 
change, the advanced time will have 
‘to be used for about nine months of 
the year at least, perhaps all the year 
in areas farther south than the west- 
ern provinces, 

Possibly excepting a mid-winter re- 
turn to standard time each year, day- 
light saving has probably come to both 
Canada and the United States “for the 
duration”, . 


U.S. Troops In Ireland 


The landing of United States troops 
fn Ireland is not an isolated incident, 
nor intended merely to demonstrate 
Allied solidarity in the struggle in 
Europe. These troops have gone to 
help garrison Ireland and Britain ag- 
ainst possible Axis invasion immed- 
jately, and ultimately for action wher- 
ever an offensive may be undertaken 
on the continent. 

There is probably relation between 
the despatch of this expeditionary 
force and the decision of the Austral- 
jan authorities to call back their men 
from the Middle East. . These seasoned 
fighters are now needed at home. They 
may be already on the move. The re- 
verse in Libya suggests that some of 
them have been already withdrawn 
from that front. Their places will have 
to be taken by troops from Britain. 
Their places in turn can be filled by the 
newly arrived United States contingent 
in Ireland. 

In this world war a move in one 
continent may have an objective thous- 
ands of miles away in another. Rom- 
mel’s sudden offensive in North Africa 
would help the Japanese in the South 
Pacific if it prevented Australian 
troops being withdrawn from the de- 
fence of Egypt. Wavell is a man to 
foresee such a manoeuvre and to urge 
measures to counter it, 


A Question Of Manpower 


Every normal Canadian must share 
Mr. Hanson’s wish that we could send 
a division, or more than one division, 
to help ensure Australia against at- 
tack, or to resist if an attack is made. 
But in war facts, not wishes, have to 
govern action. And the facts do not 
show the impulse to be practicable, 

Canada's manpower is very far 
f .m being unlimited. Relatively few 
anadians of military fitness are now 
engaged in non-essential occupations, 
and their number grows smaller as the 
weeks pass. The Commonwealth Air 
Training plan requires more and more 
recruits, and these must be found in 
Canada, now that the United States 
and Australia have need for all their 
men at home. Our naval forces are ex- 
panding ceaselessly, and must continue 
to draw steadily on the available man- 

wer. The same is true of our army 
in Britain, 

Nor is it to be forgotten that Can- 
ada is just as open to Japanese in- 
vasion as is Australia; and almost cer- 
tain of invasion should the Japanese 
forces triumph in the South Pacific, 
However extensive their depredations, 
they ean never win the war in that 
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area. They must win it, if they are to 


win at all, in the United States; and 
Canada’s Pacific Coast is the nearest 
and most suitable base for an attack 
on the republic. Canada dare not send 
men overseas at the cost of leaving 
that coast inadequately defended.

directly to protect Australia. 

this Dominion is falling the burden of 
providing the food and munitions 
which the Allies in other theatres can 
no longer draw from Australia and 
New Zealand. The more forces we 
send to Europe, the more of their 
forces can be released from other 
areas to help the southern dominions. 
And while this continent stands at war 
with Japan, its gains elsewhere can be 
only temporary, for they must be hand- 
ed back at the conference table. 

It is agonizing that Canada could 
not send men enough to Hong Kong 
and Singapore to make those fortresses 
secure, and reinforce the defenders of 
Australia. But circumstances make 
our course of military action plain be- 
yond question. Our first duty to ‘our 
Allies is to build up impregnable de- 
fences on our western coast against 
Japanese attack. Our second is to 
train and equip men for the final blows, 
which will have to be struck in Japan 
and in Germany. 


Vichy was prompt to protest to 
China because Chinese air forces 
bombed Japanese military objectives 
in Indo-China. The protest would be 
in order if Vichy had resisted the 
action of Japan in invading its eastern 
colony and establishing bases there 
from which to attack neighboring 
states, China included. Since Vichy 

rmitted that action, and ratified it 
y treaty, its present protest is nothing 
more than evidence of further treach- 
ery or a further twist of the Hitler 
thumbscrew on Petain. 


Now that Vichy has taken the pos- 
ition that Allied forces must not fight 
the Japanese in the French colony of 
Indo-China, it would be appropriate to 
ask Vichy, through the diplomatic 
channel which Canada has kept open, 
if it is quite certain the Axis powers 
have not been using the French colony. 
of Tunisia as a landing ground for re- 
inforcements moving by way of Sicily 
to Libya. There is strong reason to 
Suspect these forces were ferried ac- 
ross the narrow channel to Tunis, 
rather than across the much wider 
water-gap to Tripoli.

If U. S. Had Been German, What “ 
Would Have Happened to 
South America? 

By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

Two diplomatic events overshadow the 
war news of the last weeks: The declara- 
tion of the United Nations, by which 
twenty-six governments agreed upon a 
common prosecution of the war, and the 
possiblity of a western hemisphere agree- 
ment, by which the twenty-one nations of 
Latin-America would sever relations with 
the Axis powers, with 
economic arrangements 
to follow. 

Both events are great 


steps in the winning of 
the war, and arouse tre- 
mendous hopes for the 
future, after the war is 
over, For we see through 
such events, the gradual 
@ emergence of a ttern 
Dorothy for a new world, that de-

Characteristic of both is the establish-

political warfare has been to drive wedges 
between prospective victims, playing on 
all the antagonisms that normally exist 
between states, in order to separate them 
and progressively swallow one after the 
other, thesé two events, now representing 
the solidarity of the entire non-Axis 
world, are a battle of annilation in the 
fleld of political warfare—where we have 
been weakest from the beginning. 

Through them both we see the immense 
political power of the United States; for 
six weeks after the entrance of the U.S.A. 
into the war, there exist only six small 
neutral powers in Europe: Switzerland, 
Sweden, Ireland, Turkey, Spain and Por- 
tugal, and the effect of a western hemis- 
phere agreement on the two latter would 
be prodigious, 

t us consider how the U.S.A, power 
was used. We are overwhelmingly the 
most powerful nation in this hemisphere. 

Had we followed the Hitler example— 
or the Japanese—what would we have 
done? Beginning with Central America, 
we would have picked off one neighboring 
state after another, playing up in the pro- 
cess all the existing antagonisms between 
the states—between Peru and Equador, 
Bolivia and Paraguay, and creating dis- 
sensions where none existed, promising 
our aid to the one against the other. 

The Axis Way 

Economically, we would have planned 
the complete deindustrialization of Latin- 
America, either taking over all their in-

Editor, Bulletin: In order to clarify the 
stand taken by the United Farmers of Can- 
ada (Alberta section) in the matter of 
amalgamation with the U.F.A., it is neces- 
sary to point out that the statements ap- 
pearing in the press do not reveal all the 
facts.

The point upon which agreement was 
not reached was the choice of a new name. 
At the joint meetingof the U.F.A. and thé 
U.F.C, delegates in the Memorial Hall on 
Thursday morning, January 22nd, a motion 
in favor of amalgamation was carried by 
an overwhelming majority. A motion to 
drop both the U.F.A. and U.F.C. names 
was also carried by-a large majority. 

The name “Alberta’s Farmers’ Union” 
for the proposed amalgamated body was 
then proposed by a U.F.A, delegate, Mr. 
Henry Young of Millet. The vote taken 
on the new name was to all appearances 
overwhelming and while the returns on 
the vote taken for “name” were not di- 
vulged by the officials in charge, if accept- 
able to Mr, Gardiner and the U.F.A. board, 
I, on behalf of our organization, will be 
quite agreeable to having the figures made 
public for the information of all concerned. 

As reported by the press, the delegates 
of the U.F.C. on assembling in their own 
hall, immediately ratified, unanimously, 
the action taken by the joint meeting, The 
U.F.A. delegates on the other hand, refused 
to ratify the action of the joint meeting by 
a vote of 88 to 80. 

I am making this statement in order 
that your readers may have all the facts, 
from which they can draw their own con- 
clusions as the vast majority of farmers 
are vitally interested in union. I wish to 
express my appreciaiton of the generally 
clear and accurate coverage given us by 


the press.

The economic agreements proposed do 
not assume that it is to the interest of a 
great industrial nation like our own to 
deindustrialize its neighbors and reduce 
their standard of living, but rather to 
spread the sources of wealth and use them 
for mutual advantage. 

The huge gold reserve that we have 
accumulated becomes an enormous asset, 
because we show ourselves willing to 
share it, 

The proposed removal of tariffs be- 
tween the American nations is of a sweep- 
ing grandeur and the beginning of an 
economic commonwealth. It presumes 
More modern and enlightened ways of dis- 
posing of surplus commodities—something 


of an international scale like Mr, Wallace's 
ever-normal granary scheme. This pane 
to be sute, is restricted to the duration 

the war. But who can believe that hav- 
ing once liberated the exchange of goods 
and labor, any nation will wish again to 
impoverish itself by economic nationalism? 

The whole agreement implies the lifte 
ing of the standard of living for labor in 
Latin America, for you cannot freely ex- 
change goods and labor without et 
to equalize the standard, and the politica 
consequences of this are quite inconceiv- 
able, and will be noted by the masses of 
the whole world, 

Atidacity, Grandeur 

There is no space here to go into the 
details of the whole program, But it has 
imagination, audacity, and grandeur, Ite 
tendency is gradually to lift the standard 
of the undeveloped countries to o rt 
and in the future to lift our own beyo 
what we can at present imagine. 

And it raises the question: What could 
not be done with Europe and Africa, if 
they would follow this example? What be- 
comes of the new order of domination as 
contrasted with the new order of co-oper- 
ation? And what people in the world 
would hesitate to choose between them? 

Let us tel) the European nations about 
it, and we shall see that the most Pacifie 
and creative things, here in our hemi- 
sphere, are dynamite thrown into the iron 
apparatus of Gestapo rule and organized 
loot-economy of Hitler Europe and Japan- 
ese “co-prosperity.”

Device Illustrates One 
mental Frailty of Human 
Nature and Behavior

It has become necessary in Canada to 
do two things: 

1. To conserve electric power used for 
illumination, ) 

2. To co-ordinate our system of time 
with that ofthe United States, 

‘On February 9, the United States, to 
save power, is going to begin work one 
hour earlier in the morn- 
ing and quite one hour 
earlier at night. We wish 
in Canada to do the same 
thing. 

But instead of simply 
saying, in our two coun- 
tries, that we are going 
to. crawl out of bed, from 
now on, an hour earlier 
than usual, we do tricks 
with the clock. 

We are going to adopt 
that device known, heav- fsarola L. welt 
en knows why, as Day- 
light Saving. On February 9, the clocks 
all over this North American continent 
will be advanced one hour in a great 
scheme of public deception that is not 
unlike (although antithetical in the mech- 
anical operation of it) the trick of the 
poultry farmer who turns on a light in 
his hen house so the younger and more 
rabressionsbie pullets may lay eggs in the 
night, 


Fooling Ourselves 
I have no deep-rooted objection to see- 
ing the continent start work an hour 
earlier in the morning, although in this 
particular locality the practice, during the 
spring months, at least, will entail the use 
of more illuminating power, rather than 


less, 

Nor is there anything peculiarly offen- 
sive about Daylight Saving in itself —so 
long as we remember it js merely a device. 

But what I do object to is the fact that 
there is no necéssity for the device, that 
it is a piece of humbug to which a truly 
patriotic people should not have to resort. 

If we are not sufficiently interested in 
the war effort to throw off the covers an 
hour earlier without fiddling with the 
clock, well—there is something wrong 
with us. 

Proponents of Daylight Saving argue 
that time is only an arbitrary arrangement 
anyway, that time is merely a matter of 
agreement among people. 

That may be so. But it is a fairly old 
and substantial arrangement. Ever since 
historical times, there has been a common 
agreement among all people that when the 
sun is due south of a given point it is high 
noon, 

Daylight Saving is a violation of a 
chronological legend that is probably as 
old as Adam. 

Even so, Daylight Saving, which ruth-

lessly violates this ancient legend, would 
not be So bad if it were not symbolic of so 
many other things. 

If we agreed to fool ourselves about the 
time, and nothing else, the situation would 
not be serious, But this self-deception, 
which reveals itself in Daylight Saving, 
runs, like a hcl stream, through all our 

hilosophy in this war. 
‘ Even at this late date, very few of us 
have permitted ourselves to be realistic. 

We in Canada have a child-like faith, 
for instance, that money will spring up 
from nowhere to pay for our defenee. We 
groan under high taxes and give just as 
little to other war appeals as we possibly 
can. 

We have none of the realism of Edin- 
burgh, for instance, which a few weeks 
ago dug down into its pockets and paid 
out 76 million dollars in six days to build 
a warship to replace the Prince of Wales. 
This was over and above taxation that 
makes our imposts look generous. 

We also have a child-like faith that we 
can beat Hitler without contributing every 
available man for the purpose. We have a 
notion, like Cadmus, that soldiers grow 
from dragons’ teeth. 

That may be. But who is going to sup- 
ply the dragons’ teeth? 

If Hitler is going to be licked, soldiers: 
have got to be produced from somewhere. 

It is bad enough to put forward the 
clock so we can get up in the morning. It 
is infinitely worse to put back the clock 
to the belief that armed men are found in 
cabbage patches or are brought by the 


stork. 
Self-Delusion 


There is so much dangerous self-delu- 
sion about our attitude in this war that it 
is the self-delusionary element in Daylight 
Saving that makes people furious. 

We conspire with the clock to establish 
the lie that it is seven o'clock in the morn- 
ing when it is actually only six. 

Similarly, we conspire with our con- 
science to establish the lie that this coune 
try is safely secure from all interference 
by the enemy. 

Germany may attack Britain. Japan 
may attack Australia. But Canada, oh no, 
nothing can ever come n€ar us. 

We subscribe also to the comforting 
tradition that Britain always loses every 
battle but the last one. So all we have to 
do is to sit around and wait for the bell, 
knowing that Providence will afford us 
the decision whether we have earned it or 
not. 

What are these illusions but a sort of 
monkeying with the mental clock, a kind 
of psychological Daylight Saving caleulat- 
ed to relieve us of the necessity of looking 
facts in the face? 

Daylight Saving is probably a useful 
expedient just now. Don’t let’s kid our- 
selves it is a necessary expedient. Don’t 
let's be Daylight-Saving-minded in our 
entire attitude to the war.

Heavy Demand | 
For Horses Is 
Now Expected 


Increased demand for horses 
this year, partly as the result of 
gasoline and tire rationing and 
curtailment of automobile and 


truck production, is foreseen by 
officials of the Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture, 

It was stated that a number of 
merchants had indicated they pro- 
posed to introduce horse deliveries 
this year in place of truck deliver- 
ies. This would create a demand 
for the light draught type of horse. 

It is also possibie that horses may 
be in demand for military purposes, 
as the United States army includes 
in its formations several regiments 
of horsed cavalry, for use in coun- 
try which is inaccessible to mech- 
anical transport and armored fight- 
ing vehicles, 

It is expected that the spring 
horse sales will give an indication 
of increased demand and, many 
buyers from the United States 
and eastern Canada are expected 
to attend these auctions, 

There are at present 675,000 
horses in the province and Alberta 
In recent years has gained an out- 
standing reputation in the produc- 
tion of horses, both heavy draught 
types, light draught and light 
horses, such as saddle horses, pulo 
ponies and thoroughbreds.

Your Figure 
Madame! 


Whether she knows it or not, the 
housewife is in defence work. It is 
her job to give her family the most 
protective foods for the least 
money. To do this, she must keep 

| in mind this list: Milk, eggs, dark 
| breads and cereals, vegetables and 
| fruits. These foods are the richest 
sources of the so-called protective 
elements—vitamins, minerals and 
protein. They actually do protect 
against ill health. 

Since ‘milk protects against so 
many dietary deficiencies, it 
comes first. Compare cost with 
what it contributes and milk is 
the cheapest food on the market. 
I wish all grown-ups could get 
the habit of drinking their pint 
of milk a day, and that each child 
could have one quart ef milk 
daily throughout the second year, 
and a minimum of three-fourths 
of a quart after that age. 
Evaporated milk has the same 

food value as fresh milk and is 
much less expensive. It can be 
used as part of the daily ration to 
cut down the milk bill. 
«In the low cost menus, vegetables 
should not be allowed to average 
more than seven cents per pound. 
When fresh vegetables are pro- 
hibitively high, canned vegetables 
should be used. The modern pro- 
cess of canning preserves all the 
minerals and vitamins. ‘The one 
thing to remember is that the water 
in which the vegetables have been 
canned must not be drained off and 
thrown away for this liquid con- 
tains a large part of the protective 
value, If possible, the daily menus 
should furnish two other vegetables 
in addition to potatoes. 

Every housewife must make 8 
practice of using the green outer 
leaves of lettuce and cabbage. 
They are richer in vitamins than 
the white inner leaves. For sal-. 
ads, some of the very green vege- 
tables should be chosen—escarole, 
watercress and parsley. 

Don’t stock up on vegetables too 
far in advance of the time you plan 
to use them. And even in buying 


| vegetables for the same day, try to 


select the young green leaves and 
tender roots. 

As you know, the richest sources 
of vitamin C are the citrus fruits 
and tomatoes. The other citrus 
juices are the most expensive to 
start with. But since it takes al- 
most twice as much tomato juice as 
grapefruit or orange juice to fur- 
nish the same vitamin value, one 
is about as cheap as the other in 
the long run. Good supplementary 
sources of vitamin C are raw cab- 
bage, spinach and green pepper. 

The cheapest sources of vitamin 
Bl are the whole grain breads and 
cereals, the dark varieties. If the 
product is whole grain, the label 
will say so. 

When meat or fish are too expen- 
sive for your daily menus, they 
shouid be restricted to three or four 
times a week and cheeses or le- 
gumes—dried beans, peas and len- 
tils—used on the other days. 

Eggs are listed among the pro- 
tective foods and three to four 
per week should be allowed each 
child and each adult. Of course, 
those used in cooking may be 
counted. 

Each member of the family needs 
@n average of one-half pound of fat 
per week. This may be butter or a 
substitute reinforced with vitamin 
A. As additional] protection, one 
teaspoon of codliver oil or other 
fish oil should be used daily. And 
in the budget diet, each person is 
allowed one-half pound of sugar 
per week. Molasses and brown 
sugar give you more food value for 
the money.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


This isn't the easiest time cf the 
year to give the baby his daily al- 
lotment of sun and air. The sun 
often is absent and the air may be 
clear but too frigid for baby. So, 
while we cannot coop our babies 
up and expect them to bloom roses 
in their cheeks, we have to be in- 
genious about providing fresh air 
without the danger of dipping deli- 
cate noses. 

House-airing isn’t 
and it's quite satisfactory when 
temperatures are too low for out- 
door expeditions. Close off one 
room of the house and Open the 
witdow one. inch top and bottom. 
Put the baby in there to sleep, 
firet dressing him in his full owt- 
door regalia. He ought to snooze 
for a good three hours while his 
mother gees about her work, satis- 
fied that he is deriving as much 
benefit from his outing as if she 
were pushing his heavy carriage 
laboriously up some cold street, 

The use of stout, muslin screens 
insures plenty of fresh air in the 
room without the danger of un- 
comfortable drafts. These screens 
should be standard equipment for 
the nursery and used at night and 
during nap times. At other times it 
is well to keep the room well 
warmed, as babies playing in pen 
or on floor are subjected to the 
coldest temperatures in the room, 
several degrees lower than indicat- 
ed by the thermometer. 

When the bey is taken outdoors 
for an airing, tuck a hot-water 
botthe a¢ the foot of the carriage. 
Remember he is inactive while 
you sre warmed up pushing the 
carriage, He'll like his airings far 
more if he is cosily warm instead 
of chilled and miserable. 

There have to be some rules 
about when and when not to go 
Out-doorg and it is safe to say that 
neither baby nor his mother will 
appreciate an outing when the 


mark, or when the weather is 
damply cold. 

Remember, too, that it should be 
warm enough so that baby can go 
out with uncovered face (no messy 
veals getting wet and clinging to 
cold cheeks and nose) even though 
his face be protected from the tem- 
perature with a thin film of cold 
cream.

Many people are interested in the 
common symptoms which may ac- 
company secondary anemia. The 
following are some of those which 


may occur: Tiredness; faintness; ir- Ss 


regularity of the heart beat; poor 
appetite; abdominal appetite, mark- 
ed by cravings for certain articles 
of food; and such symptoms as 
headache, dizziness, ringing noises 
in the ears, trembling and irritabil- 
ity. 

The patient may say he finds it 
difficult to keep his mind on one 
subject, or that he is short of 
breath, or that the hands and feet 
are cold. 

I have given you these symptoms 
simply because so many of those 
who write to me ask about them. I 
do not intend that any reader 
should attempt to diagnose his own 
case, deciding he has or has not, 
anemia, according to whatever 
symptoms he has developed, 

When you think there is a possi- 
bility that you have anemia, the 
best plan is to go and have a blood 
test made. In the event anemia is 
actually present, this will be quick- 
ly found when the blood is tested. 
The charge for this particular ser- 
vice is comparatively low and it is 
far better in every way that you 
have this laboratory test made so 
that you may be sure of the condi- 
tion of the blood, instead of guess- 
ing about it. 

The term anemia means a reduc- 
tion or decrease in the red cells of 
the blood, commonly accompanied 
by a lowering of the hemoglobin 
which gives the red cell its charac- 
teristic color. 

Some of the possible causes of 
secondary anemia are: Use of an 
improperly selected diet; a small, 
but continued, loss of blood; and 
the presence of pus pockets within 
the body. Contributing causes are 
constipation, lack of sunshine and 
fresh air, insufficient sleep, and 
chronic stomach or intestinal up- 
sets. ; 
The term “nutritional anemia” 
has been coined to describe an 
anemia resulting when the diet has | 
been so faulty that the blood state | 
falls below normal. The diet which | 
seems to be most likely to cause! 
this kind of anemia is one poor in} 
iron-bearing foods and at the same} 
time, poor in regards to protein | 
such as meat, eggs, and milk. Hav- 
ing the patient use foods rich in | 
iron and also those which provide 
protein in an easily assimilated | 
form will usually correct it. When 
these measures fail, it is customary 
for the physician to give iron- 
bearing preparations.

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A Stork Stop? Don’t - 
‘Eat For Two’ ’ 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

“Eating for two,” when there is 
a new baby on the way, is just an 
old wives’ tale. Modern physicians 
are anxious to keep the weight of 
the baby under control. They insist 
that a mother eat foods that will in- 
sure a healthy baby, but not neces- 
sarily a large one. 

The growing unborn child in- 
creases its weight by just a small 
fractién of an ounce a day for the 
first four or five months. After the 
sixth month, it mounts up to about 
one-third of an ounce a day, which 
leaves about one-half the weight to 
be attained in the last eight-week 
period. Hence, increases in the 
amount of food eaten can be started 
at the fifth month—about a 10 per 
cent increase. After the seventh 
month, about a 20 per cent increase 
is in order. 

The kind of food eaten from the 
very, beginning, however, is very 
important, Tissue-building mate- 
rials are needed—proteins and min- 
erals which are building blocks, 
vitamins which are growth-promot- 
ing agents. Milk and eggs are by 
far the best sources and supply 
generous amounts of minerals and 
vitamins at the same time. Dr. M. 
Rose, a recognized authority, 
says that meat should be used spar- 
ingly, lest the kidneys be over- 
taxed. 


MINERALS NEEDED 

The need for mineral-rich foods 
during expectancy cannot be over- 
emphasized. Every forming cell re- 
quires minerals as part of its struc- 
ture and many of the growing tis- 


sues demand unusually large 
amounts of iron, calcium and phos- 
phorous. 


For example, the unborn child 
must have enough iron to build a 
healthy blood stream. Also, because 
{ron-deficient milk is the main food 
of an infant during hig first year, 
nature protects the child by having 
a year’s supply of iron stored in its 
liver at birth. Thus, in nine months 
the mother must supply the child 
with enough iron for its blood 
stream, plus a year's supply stored 
in ite liver.

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DAY we salute Canada’s northernmost hockey league—the  rip- 
roaring four-team circuit that operates around Yellowknife, less than 
300 miles from the Arctic Circle 


At the same time we give a general salute and trumpet fanfare 
to hockey’s most enthusiastic fans—the stalwart citizens who turn 
out to cheer the four teams in this far northern league in tempera- 
tures that often fall to 35 below zero. And, brother, they stand 
around open rinks exposed to the full blast of wind and cold. 


They are without doubt the world’s hottest fans—in the coldest spot 
where the game is played. The Canadian Amateur Hockey Association 
ought to present them with a trophy emblematic of the world fan cham- 


pionship. Tt would be fitting if this trophy were in the form of a big 
silver keg filled with a first-class anti-freeze mixture for human con- 
sumption, ’ 


Here is the story of this Arctic hockey set-up, supplied me by J. Dal- 
viel of the Ptarmigan Mine, Yellowknife, North-West Territories.

Ptarmigan Mine, Yellowknife, N.W.T. 
|" its brief but.colorful history the town and district of Yellowknife 
has won for itself quite a few distinctions. One more can be added 
to the list, for it is the scene of the struggles which take place between 
the four teams of the most northerly hockey league in Canada. 

It is a far cry from the Maple Leaf Gardens or even from the Ed- 
monton Arena to this spot in Canada’s last frontier. Less than 300 miles 
from the Arctie Circle, in a land that from October to March averages 
about five hours of sunlight per day, hockey games are staged twice a 
week. 


, 


These games lack the polish of the professional or the high-class 
amateur game, but this is more than made up for by the fierce com- 
Petitive spirit displayed by every player. Right from the beginning 
of the season these four teams are in there fighting with as much 
ardor as if it were a final playoff game. In spite of all this, penal- 
ties are rare and the play, though robust, is clean. 


The players are drawn from almost every occupation in the dis- 
trict. Miners, muckers, office workers, store clerks, surface men, even a 
barber, are included in the teams. They are players who could take 
their place in any amateur league outside without having to take a back 
seat and others who make up for any lack of hockey skill by their 
boundless enthusiasm. 

In. the matter of goalkeepers, Ptarmigan have the edge in Bill Orr, 
a member of the office staff at Ptarmigan mine. Bill, who is an Ed- 
monton boy, reminds your correspondent of Ken McAuley in. the cool 
way he handles anything that comes his way. 

Among other standout players in the league are Bobby McDonald 
and Lloyd Goundry from Ptarmigan, Ray Miron and Eddie (Red) Deu- 
sault from Negus, Lloyd Bonnyman from town, and Red Riley from 
Con. 


Ptarmigan Squad in Lead 
T this writing the Ptarmigan team is heading the parade with five 
victories to their credit and no defeats, This gives them an inside 
edge on the race down the stretch but both the town and the Negus 
are rapidly rounding into shape and it. will be no one-sided argument 
when the playoffs roll around next month. The Con team had the mis- 
fortune to lose a number of star players from their cup-winning team 
of last year and haven't been able to get fully organized as yet. How- 
ever, the teams are close enough to make it very interesting to try and 

pick the team whcih will finish out of the race. 

With the exception of Town, all the teams have permanent rinks 
built. Formerly Town played on a temporary sheet built on the ice in 
Yellowknife Bay. This year they are hard at work finishing the con- 
struction of a permanent rink situated on the flats at the south-west 
edge of the town. This rink was late in getting started but is expected 
to be ready by the end of January. 

I is interesting to note that travel between rinks is facilitated by 
# fleet of modern taxies. It is a far cry from the days of the snowshoe 
and dog team to the Plymouths, Dodges, Fords and Chevrolets which 
comprise the modern means of transportation. Luckily the distance be- 
tween the rinks is not enough to hamper the activities of the league to 
any extent, Town, of course, is the centre of the league with Ptarmigan 
about eight miles north-east and Con and Negus one and a half and two 
miles respectively south along the shore of Yellowknife Bay.

Budget of $1,323,774 for opera- 
tional expenses of the Edmotton 
Public School board, ag recom- 
mended by the finance cemmit- 
tee, was approved at a meeting 
of the board in the civic block, 
Tuesday night, and demand for 
that amount will be made on the 
city. 

The budget will require a tax 
rate of 26.75 mills, which is the 
same as that of 1941. Included in 
the budget are the following items: 
$203,333, financial charges; $26,579, 
administration expense; $900,218, 
instructional expense, salaries; $28,- 
885, instructional expense, supplies; 
$30,270, medical and dental ser- 
vices; $124,937, operation of build- 
ings; $89,928, maintenatice of build- 
ings and equipment, and $39,532, 
miscellaneous. 


NET EXPENDITURE

and fees amounting to $119,808,

Six enlarged municipal units 
will be organized this year, Social 
Credit M.L.A.'s were told in 
caucus Tuesday afternoon by Hon. 
Lucien Maynard, &.C., minister 
of municipal affairs. The caucus 
session adjourned at 6:30 p.m., te 
reconvene at 10 a.m. Wednesday. 
Chairman was James Hartley, 
MLL.A. for Macleod. 

Other questions studied by the 
caucus included the debt adjust- 
ment situation, in which members 
made proposals which they felt 
should be embodied in legislation 
to be introduced at the forthcoming 
session of the legislature, and sup- 
port for the appeals to be made at 
Ottawa by farmers’ organizations 
for parity prices for farm products.

“We feel that their case is a good 
one and we shall give every support 
to them in their efforts to secure 
just prices and to see that the farm- 
ers are put on the same basis as 
other industries,” he added. 


DEBT ADJUSTMENT 


In discussion of the debt adjust- 
ment situation, arising out of court 
rulings of invalidity of the Debt Ad- 
justment Act and the Orderly Pay- 
ment of Land Debts Act, cases of 
hardships were cited by members 
and proposals made for points which 
should be covered in new legisla: 
tion. 

Talks on the debt situation were 
not completed at Tuesday's ad- 
journment and will be continued 
Wednesday.

Outright opposition to the amalgamation of the Alberta 
Labor Party with the C.C.F., enacted at a party convention 
in Edmonton Saturday, was expressed by delegates at a 
meeting of the central council of the party in the Labor hall 
Tuesday night. *

In the discussion, delegates 
charged that the convention “had 
been railroaded” and that trade 
untonista were given no oppor- 
tunity to cast their ballots when 
the vote on the fusion of the two 
parties was called. 

Frank Giles, president of the 
council, charged that delegates to 
the convention were authorized to 
discuss the possibilities of a union 
between the two parties but that in 
effect, they were not actually in- 
structed to support the fusion of 
the parties. 
acting according to instructions, he 
said. 

CONVENTION URGED 

A general convention of the Labor 
Party to be called at the earliest 
possible date to discuss the ques- 
tion of the amalgamation, with 
solicitation of opinions on the mat- 
ter from all trade unions affiliated 
with the C.L.P., was urged at the 
meeting. Delegates voted that the 
matter be tabled until the next 
gathering of the central council 
and that in the meantime the 
majority opinion of trade unionists 
be ascertained. If a general con- 
vention of the party was to be held, 
President Giles suggested that the 
first holiday, possibly April 6 might 
be an opportune date. 

Discussion on the action taken at 
the Saturday convention opened 
immediately after the minutes of 
the previous meeting had been read 
by the acting-secretary, W. 
Miller, of the Labor Party and first 
vice-president of the newly formed 
Alberta Farmer Labor Party (C.C. 
F.) Mr, Miller told the delegates 
that keen enthusiasm was evidenced 
at the meeting and that “while 
there appeared to be some critic- 
ism,” he believed it was meant to 
be constructive and helpful, rather 
than detrimental. 

DEMANDS EXPLANATION 

When the report had been adopt- 
ed a delegate rose and demanded 
that the meeting be given a clear- 
cut, straight forward explanation, 


Delegates were not} 
| of yesteryear. Some of the ideas 


“with no beating around the bush” 
of just exactly what the new organ- 
ization stood for. He wanted to know 
if the “identity” of the labor party 
would be obliterated by the union. 
“We have merged our identities. 
I wouldn't say we have ‘sunk’ our 
identities,” the secretary stated in 
response. A clause in the constitu- 
tion of the new party permits the 
affiliation of other groups with the 
Alberta Farmer Labor party, he 
Pointed out, and stressed the fact 
that the new organization “will be 
exactly what we make it.” The 
union, he contended, will defin- 
itely not hurt the labor party. 
Delegates were practically unan! 
mous in their opposition to the 
union. They charged that the vote on 
the joining of the two bodies was 
called at the morning session of the 
convention when trade unionists 
were working, and unable to be pre- 
sent to cast their votes. 


“LITTLE SATISFACTION” 

Too little discussion was held on 
the proposed union, one delegule 
charged. He contended that labor 
was losing its identity, not just 
merging it, in the amalgamation. He 
described members of the C.C.F. as 
“men just a little above calling 
themselves labor,” and saw “a lot of 
trouble but little satisfaction for 
us” in the deal. 

“T feel like I'm attending a funeral, 
or a suicide of the Jabor party in 
Edmonton,” another member told 
the meeting. He declared that the 
trade unions had created the party 
and that no one could abolish it 
He said the matter should be refer- 
red to the unions. “Ask them if they 
want to abolish the labor party,” he 
challenged, and added “but I'll never 
be a party to that.” 

He charged that the convention 
had been “railroaded”, explaining 
that many men had to work and 
were unable to attend. “I person- 
ally made up my mind to go to the 
meeting and cast my vote but I 
never got a chance,” he said 


OPPOSES UNION 

An exceptionally strong stand 
against the union of the parties 
was taken by W. H. O'Neill. He 
charged that the whole business 
was illegal. Lethbridge, he said, 
hadn't been represented at the 
convention, The proposal should 
have been considered and then re- 
ferred back to the membership for 
consideration, and not acted upon 
by the “chosen few". “It was a nice 
attitude to take,” he said) “Men 
that should have been there and 
voted, never had a chance. The 
whole thing was railroaded.” 

He contended that the original 
nucleus of the C.C.F. party was 
formed from the ranks of labor, 
but that the C.C.F. pulled out 
because the party “wasn't eristo- 
cratic enough". He held that they 
had been used as 8 stepping stone 
and had just marked time, 

J. Flower took a more conserva- 
tive view of the merger. He held 


that the new organization “could | 


get Out and gain a preponderance 
of power in the province—if they 
got out and worked for it—and con- 
sequently nothing had been lost by 
the merger.”

Third Wartime 
Session Will 
Open Thursday 


The second session of the ninth 
legislature of Alberta, and its 
third wartime sitting, will open 
Thursday at 3 p.m., with little of 
the peacetime glitter but with 
serious deliberations before it, 
some of them related te the war 
effort. 

“The session will not be a long 
one but it will not be unduly short,” 
it was stated Wednesday by Pre- 
mier William Aberhart. “There are 
some important questions and we 
propose to allow full discussion of 
them. The most important are the 
agreement under which the Do- 
minion government is to take over 
the provincial income and corpor- 
ation tax fields for the duration of 
the war, and debt legislation.” 


EARLY BUDGET 

The premier stated that the gov- 
ernment would make every effort to 
bring down the budget at an early 
date during the session. The budget 
has been in preparation for some 
time and it is believed that its details 
have been well reviewed by the gov- 
ernment. 

It is expected that the report of 
the special committee which has sur- 
veyed the administration and oper-

during the session and this likely 
will result in a bill to amend the 
University Act. 


It is expected that there will 
be fewer bills before the house 
than last year, when an all-time 
record of 123 bills wae presented.

Churchill Gets 
Assurance 
Confidence Vote 


LONDON, -Jan. 28—(CP)—The 
government was accused today of 
unfulfilled promises of security in 
the Pacific war area but, in almest 
the same breath, Prime Minister 
Churchill's critics in the House of 
Commons assured him the vote of 
confidence that he demands. 

Starting the second day of debate 
over the government's war leader- 
ship, launched yesterday with the 
Prime Minister's accounting to par- 
liament and the nation, Clement 
Attlee, Lord Privy Seal and his 
lieutenant in the house, formally 
proposed the vote of confidence. 


LABOR, GRIT SUPPORT 

Labor mmbers decided by a large 
majority to support it, but there 
were signs that some might abstain 
and that a few might even vole 
against the government. Liberals 
were reported also to have decided 
to support him. 

Sir John Wardlaw Milne, Con- 
servative who led the critics’ at- 
tack, announced nevertheless that 
he also would vote confidence be- 
cause an adverse vote “would be 
disaster.” 

He accused the prime minister 
of seeking the vote primarily for 
the sake of his assaited colleagues. 

As was foreseen, Britain's re- 
verses in the battle for Singapore 
and the trend of the war in North 
Africa were two pivots’ of the ai- 
tack, and prospective United States 
help was cited on the credit side 
of the government's ledger. 


SAYS NATION MISLED 

“We are entitled to look to the 
United States for naval control in 
the Pacific,” Sir John declared, 
“and I have no doubt that in the 
end we shall not be disappointed 

“It would be valueless to discuss 
Pear] Harbor. 

“They at least, had the excuse 
that they weren't at war. 

“We were, and we were caugh! 
equally napping.” 

Sir John contended that the 
“Country has been definitely mis- 
led,” and described claims: made 
before Japan's attack that Singa- 
Pore was prepared for all emerg- 
encies as “a flight of fancy.” 

As for communiques from the 
Middle East, Sir John said that “To 
listen to the BBC one would think 
dust storms fell only on British 
troops.” 

That the United States agreed ai 
a time when she was attacked by 
a formidable enemy to pool her re- 
sources and let them be seen wherc 
they are most needed, “Will stand 


high among the great transactions 
of these days,” said Henry Graham 
White, Liberal.
